Quinn 
would  always  begin  his  prayers  with  a  song.  "Tis  so  sweet  to  trust  in  Jesus,  Just 
to  take  Him  at  His  word."  He  would  often  tell  me  after  these  prayer  seasons, 
"Richard,  you  all  fust  don't  know  what  that  does  for  me. " 

He  loved  Ford  halt  Quinn  was  the  EAP,  the  Executive  Assistant  to  the  President 
He  took  pride  in  that  job  along  with  many  other  things:  his  family,  his  friends,  the 
choir,  men's  ministry,  the  church,  and  the  list  goes  on. 

I  never  knew  what  a  jewel  of  a  friend  I  had.  I  must  admit  I  did  not  appreciate  him 
the  way  I  should  have.  The  lesson  learned:  love  friends  above  the  ground  and 
there  will  be  no  regrets  when  they're  under. 

Yes,  I  dare  say  that  Quinn  was  a  vessel  of  this  peculiar.  Christian  love.  I  had  the 
privilege  of  being  a  recipient  of  it  It  is  my  desire  to  share  it  with  others  as  he  did.

4.  Highest  Enrollment  with  186^  students. 


5.  Financial  solvency  -  In  spite  of  economically  tough  times,  Oakwood  experienced  a  banner  year  for 
financial  progress  and  commendable  audit  status. 


6.  Significant  Construction  -  The  completion  of  Holland  Hall  8c  BradfordCleveland-Brooks  Leadership 
Center  (BCBLC);  Infrastructure  Improvements  -  New  roads  (Academic  Lane,  University  Lane,  E.  C.  Ward 
Drive),  sidewalks,  parking,  and  various  renovation  projects. 


7.  Outstanding  Fundraising  -  Sodexho  gift  investment  of  $5  million;  Running  for  Scholarship  program  raises 
record  scholarship  and  endowment  funds  for  the  institution.  Together  the  ^0  states  for  students  and  the 
seven  continents  for  students  program  was  responsible  for  more  than  $100,000  for  student  scholarships. 


8.  Historic  Event  -  Election  ofBarack  Obama,  an  African  American,  as  the  44th  President  of  the  U.S. 
Finally,  an  era  ends  with  the  passing  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Carland  Millet,  the  fifth  Presidential  team  in 
Oakwood' s  history.

The  Scripture  was  read  in  several  different 
languages;  aside  from  the  usual  Spanish  and  Creole,  we  also  heard  Korean  and  an  Eastern  European  language.  The 
Aeolians  performed  a  rousing  spiritual  that  had  the  audience  on  its  feet.  Older  Oakwood  students  were  reunited  with 
a  previous  pastor.  Dr.  Nixon,  as  he  admonished  us  to  focus  on  loving  each  other  above  all  other  things  in  these  last 
days.  As  I  looked  around  the  church  once  again,  amazed  at  the  beautiful  blend  of  colors  and  cultures,  I  was  struck 
with  the  thought  -  this  is  what  heaven  will  be  like! 
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Minister  Fred  and  the  Stric'ly  Jesus  Camp  have  conne 
back  yet  again  for  the  third  annual  purity  conference.  The 
theme  this  year  was  all  about  how  to  "stand  out"  for  Jesus, 
and  not  blend  in  with  the  rest  of  the  world.  Pastor  Bernie 
Anderson,  Chorlene  Cothran,  and  Kwame  Vanderhorst 
held  workshops  on  topics  such  as  addictions,  low  self- 
esteem,  and  pornography.

Fast  forward  to  the  present,  as  I  look  back  on  at  my  last  semester  at  Oakwood,  that  day  often  comes  up  in  my  mind 
amongst  the  other  things  that  a  senior  like  me  isn't  suppose  to  forget  when  it  comes  to  graduation.  Things  like  making 
sure  you  have  all  your  classes  in  and  that  your  grades  are  good.  I  think  back  on  that  day  wondering  if  I  have  truly  lived  up 
to  the  expectations  that  I  and  my  family  had  for  me.
